ARTICLE II 
OlSJECTIVE 



1 . The objective of tliis Agreemenl is to de fine and establish the general principles 
wliich shall apply to the initiation, eonduct, and management of Annexes related to 
environmental technology research and development projects between the Parties to 
provide for the exchange of research, development, lest and evaluation inlbrmation of 
nuitual interest on environmental teclmology matters and for the performance of 
research, devclopmejit, test and evaluation activities on environmental technology 
matters of muttial interest. 

2. Detailed terms and conditions of each individual Project shall be in accordance with 
Ihis Agreement and be recorded in Annexes to this Agreement. Hach Project Annex 
sIkiII include, as a minimum, provisions concerning the objective, scope of Vvoric, 
management structure, fmanciai arriuigements, contractual anajigements (if rcquiretl) 
and responsibilities of the Parties in accordance with the formal set forth in Annex A 
to the extent practicable. 

3. U.S. participation will include the Office of the Secretary of Defense, Anny, Navy 
and Ai]- Force. 

4. Swedish participation will include the Armed Forces, supported by the following 
agencies: the National Fortification Administration, the Defence Material 
Administration and the Swedish Defence Research Agency.

ARTICLE HI 
SCOPE OF WORK 



1 . TJie scope of^'ork for ihis Agreemeni shall encompass research and developmcnl 
aiiiaboration and informauoii exchange on basic research, CKploratory and advanced 
developmenl technologies wiiose maturation may lead to the development of 
enA'ironmental protection systems. Projects may range from infonnntion exchange to 
conceptual studies lo joint environmental experiments, hifomiation that may be used 
directly in the final design or in the manufacture of a prototyj)e or production item or 
system will not be provided by either Party. Any specific prototypes, full-scale 
development or production programs which arc based upon collaboration under one 
or more F'rojecl Annexes to this Agreement are outside the scope of this Agreement 
and shall require conclusion of separate agreements. 

2. Experience, infonnatioii and views on selected environmental issues will be initially 
exchanged in the following areas: 

a. E (forts to reduce or eliminate adverse environmental impacts on air. water and 
land due to armed forces installations and activities. 

b. Metliods to measure, predict, and mitigate the effects of noi.sc related to 

defense systems operations. 

c. lEflbrts to monitor, jcmediate and restore environments contaniinaled by 
defense activities. 

d. Guidelines and tecluiiques for disposal of defense material/wastes. 

e. Factoring environmental considerations into the acquisition and procurement 
of equipment and facilities. 

f. Efforts to implement pollution prevention and source reduction measures on 
naval ships and at defense installations. 

g. Development of environmental training and education progranis to increase 
ejivironmenial awareness in the anned forces. 

h. EiTorts to develop techniques needed for successful multiple resource 
management on defense installations in light of military operations. 

i. Efforts to conserve and enhance nature and wildlife in areas used for military- 
activities. 

3. Individual Projects will be estabhshcd by the Parties to address specific areas of joint 
activity or infonnation exchange. 



ARTICLE IV 



MANAGEMENT 



1. Tlie Parries shall appoint a standing Steering Committee (SC)., with an equal iuimber 
of members ii om eacli Pnvly, which will tlircci md adminlslcr Projects on an overall 
level on bchairofthe Parties. The SC will meet alternatively in the United Stales and 
Sweden oji a biannual or as-nceded basis, 

2. The SC will schedule working groups to address ihe environmental areas described in 
Article HI. When these working groups decide a particular area warrants further 
attention, the Parties M-'ill enter into a Project Annex to this Agreement to establish a 
Project fo]' that area.

a. ex erci si ng po 1 i cy and tnanageni ent direction during l he course o f P roj cot 
implementation. 

b. monitoring overall Project implementation, including Project execution, 
specifications, milestones, cost and fmancial requirements. 

c. recommending amendments to this Agreement to the Parties. 

d. exercising overall authority over Project Officers in accordance with this 
Agreement. 

4. Project Officers (POs) shall be appointed for each Project. POs shall have liic pi-imary 
responsibility for implementation, management, and direction of a Project in 
accordance with this Agreement. 

5. If needed, a separate Steering Committee may be designated in the Project .Annex to 
provide specillc policy and management direction to the POs during the execution of 
a specific Project. 



AR'I ICLE V 
FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 



1 . Each Parly shall conlribute its equitable share of the full costs of each Projoct, 
inciuding overhead and administrative costs. Tiie assignment of work sli^ill represent 
nn equiiahie sharijig of work to be perfonned under ench Projcc-l. Eacli Piirly shall 
receive an eqiti table share of the results of each Project. 

2 . Tl 1 c fol 1 o w i ng costs' shal I be born e en I i rel y by the Party incu.n i ng t ii e costs : 

a. Costs associated with any unique national requirements identified by a Party. 

b. Costs associated with attendance in, and hosting of, jneetings and working 
groups - 

c. Any oilier costs oLiLside the scope of this Agreement and us Projcci Annexes. 

3 . A P a riy s h li 11 p r c > n i p 1 1 y n o 1 i fy ih e o ther Party i f avai hib 1 e fu nd s are no t a d equ ate to 
fuifili its obligations under this Agjeenient or a Project Annex. If a Party notifies the 
otiscr Party that it is terminating or reducing its funding for a Project, both Parties 
shall immediately consult with a view toward continuation on a changed or reduced 
basis. 

4. The tinancial arrangements for a specific Project will be provided in the Annex tor 
that Project. 
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
